(the '544 patent). To the extent that the 1 544 patent claims that 
are directed to recombinant protein are construed to encompass the 
amino acid sequences set forth in the references set forth at 
column 2, lines 40 to 45, of the '544 patent, new claims 36 to 3 9 
correspond substantially to claims 1, 8, 11, and 12 of the '544 
patent. Applicants file these new claims for the purpose of 
initiating an interference between claims 31 to 3 9 of this 
application and U.S. Patent No. 5,512,544.
